“My Dear Mr. Turner: 
“Your tenter of July *3,in which you 
request to know whether I shall be 
a candidate for Governor or United 
States Senator next year, is now be­ 
fore me. 
“Replying, permit me to thank you 
for the" sensible and friendly' expres­ 
sions contained in your tetter. I may 
say,.however, that at present ! do tao. 
know just what office for which I 
will be a candidate in the primary 
of 1914.^ United States senatorship is 
one of great responsibility and great 
powder, and it requires power for men 
in public life to do things such as he 
would desire to do, _jot the people 
would desire of him. 
“Heretofore my public career has 
been one of power, and if I were en­ 
abled to do many things, both in the 
Constitutional Convention and the 
first legislature, it was by reason of 
my position due to this power to do 
these things. Hence, imagine the sit­ 
uation in which the position of con­ 
gressman places me, under a senior­ 
ity system of rules, and you will no 
doubt see that I sometimes chafe be 
cause of the lack of authority to ac 
complish the things that I would ac­ 
complish had I the power. As sen­ 
ator, a man of strong will power, 
who understands the rules and laws 
governing legislating, 
can 
exercise 
more power and influence upon leg­ 
islation than every member of con­ 
gress from the 
state. 
From 
this 
standpoint, the senatorial toga is a 
desirable one to a man like thyself, 
who has always glorified in ocfaieve- 
ment. I would rather come out of a 
position and, looking back, be enabled 
to say that I was the author of this 
and that, as my mind and conscience 
dictated was right, and have opposi 
tion by reason of doing these things, 
than to retire from public office with 
universal popular^ but, unable to 
say that I had done anything or to 
point to a single statute or law due 
to my efforts.

road left here for Chicago ten days 
ago he took with him a signed con- 
tract with the commi:tee of guaran- 
tors guaranteeing to him the $50,000 
.bonus money and the right of -way 
called for in the contract. 'He lost no 
time but immediately placed orders 
for three hundred thousand ties, a 
nuniber sufficient to build TOO miles 
of railway and also placed his ord- 
ers for steel rails and bridge mater- 
ial for that much road. 


The greater portion of the grading 


has already been completed a dis- ' 
tance of -twenty-five miles west o f ! 
Ardmore and the laying of the ties j 
and steel will be begun on 'the first 
day of August.
